It was too often the misfortupe of great 
men, who write much, to write some things for which they after- 
wards felt the greatest regret, and frequently themselves re- 
frained from publishing; but. which, uofortunately for their 
memories, officious friends, after death, collected together and 
published indiscriminately. Yet, though pablishatl under these 
great games, still they were libela, The defendant had argued, 
that if his perody was a libel, so must all parodies bes 
but that was a conclusion which by no means folllowed. Mr, 
Hone had said, he gad no intention of ridiculing the Chris- 
tian Religion, or the Sacred Writings; end therefore, al- 
though it might be productive of the greatest mischief, yet 
he was not answerable for its effects. This was, indeed, 
at once, to cat down all the safeguards to religion and 
morality. Mr. Hone’ had said, he was a father of a familys 
if he was so, he, the AttorneysGeneral, was the more. asto- 
nished and surprised that he should have been the publisher 
of these impious compositions; for he would sgain ask, whether, 
afiel having read these parodies, it was possible the mind could 
receive, the Commandments, the Creed, or the Lord's Prayer, 
with the same reverential awe as before having read the parody, 
He would ask the Jury to look at the work, and then say, whe- 
ther it had not a tendency to bring the Service of the Chureh into 
contempt; and as to the jatent, it must be taken to be that which, 
at the time of the act being done, appeared obviously to be the 

robable effect of the act... It had been laid down, that all pub- 
ications which tended to bring the Church Service into contempt 
were libellous; but it had been held also, at the same time, that 
fairs candid, decent discussion of the subject was uot libellous. 
The prevention of publications of the description of that now 
under discussion would by no means have the effect of preventing 
fair and proper.discassion on the subject. With these observa- 
tions he would leaye the question in the hands of the Jury, whio, 
if they shoald feel convinoed that the ten vf the publication 
was to bring the Churel Service inte contempt, they.were bound, 
ig the discharge of their duty, to find the defendans HN ty. 
Mr dentin. Avewr, then summed up at considerable length,
